The marcb of progress as echoed In 


the corridors of our City Hall 
has- 


been of much interest up to the pros 
em time, and concentres just now in 
the question of the appropriation bill. 
on which, for the most pan, the tax 
rate for the current year will depend. 
That it will not be wholly dependent 
on this js due to the fact that the val- 
uation of the city 
changes 
every 


year, but as the change is always an 
increase this would tend to reduce 
rather than to increase the tax rate, 
So that even a lower rate next April 
would not be wholly or necessarily, 
due to a curtailing of expenses. 


In his inaugural remarks on Thurs- 


day, Jan. 4, Mayor Marvin pointed out 
that the tax rate is none of the city 
council's business, the work of that 
body being to decide just 
what 
is 


necessary and just, what is not nec- 
essary, and then to act in accordance 
with the dictates of economy. While 
this is a strictly logical view, it is 
one which would work well in prac- 
tice only when there is need of econo- 
my. Some towns and cities, of course, 
we in a better financial condition 
than our own. 


la the past few days Mayor Marvin 


has been quietly looking 
over 
the 


field himself. He has been trying vo 
find 'out what each department will 
need during the coming year, remem- 
bering, it is to be presumed, that 
there is a difference between wha>t a 
department needs and what it can get 
along with. 


It has been the custom in the past 


for the committee chairmen to pre- 
sent the figures for the annual appro- 
priation bill. The finance committee 
would then cut them down or present 
them to the common council, in which 
body all appropriation bills had to 
originate. 
There 
would then be a 


long period of fighting with all sorts 
of pulls brought to bear to keep in 
certain items or to take out or ma- 
terially reduce others. The council- 
men would fight the aldermen, and 
the aldermen would reciprocate with 
a vengeance. 


This latter is all over, but 
it 
is 


probable that the committee 
chair- 


men will be allowed to present their 
estimates to the 
finance committee 


for their several departments when 
.they are appointed. Why they are not 
yet appointed was explained by May- 
or Marvin 
on 
Thursday 
evening. 


when he said he had intended to ap 
point 'them then, but thought it bet- 
ter to wait until the committee se- 
lected to draw up new rules had re- 
ported, as it was likely 
(!!!) 
that 


the appointment of committees would 
then be provided for more definitely 
than it is in our new city charier, un- 
der which the mayor could, if he saw 
fit, delay appointing his committees 
for the year until the coming thirty- 
first of December. 
. The business of importance trans- 


acted in the four sessions of the pres- 
ent city council has not been above 
normal, if we except the elecaion ol 
the principal appointive city officials 
at the meeting of Thursday, Jan. 11. 
— a transaction which took up only 
one hour's time.

An Instance of this character which 


recently came to light was found in 
Idaho. 
A single contractor hud 


•rected. on ttie order of a land com- 
pany, thirty-four cabins ou as many 
homestead 
entries — "one 
hundred 


and sixties" they are called in the 
Land 
Ofllce — had furnished them 


with the usual meager furniture of 
the genuine cabin, had actually built 
flreg In the little sheet iron stoves, in 
order that the cabins mightappear to 
have been occupied, and had hung 
from the rafters of each a fragment 
of a flitch of bacon. On each "one hun- 
dred and sixty" about a quarter of 
an acre had been actually tilled and 
planted to potatoes. The entries were 
made in the name of thirty-four in- 
dividuals, the work done by the con- 
tractor was performed the following 
summer, and when the legal fourteen 
months had expired the alleged set- 
tlers 
appeared " before 
a 
United 


States commissioner, each made affi- 
davit that he had lived on and culti- 
vated his claim for fourteen monthg, 
paid down the 
nominal 
price of 


$1.25 
an aero prescribed by law, 


where the commutation clause of the 
Homestead act Is availed of, and 
"final proof" having thus been made 
title was granted, subject to final 
ratification by the Land 
Office in 


Washington. 


It was just here that something 


aroused the suspicion of the special 
agent charged with passing on the 
claims, and he began an Investiga- 
tion. which revealed the fact that uo 
one of the claimants had ever re- 
sided on the land, that the cabins 
and the cultivation had all been per- 
formed by a single contractor, act- 
Ing under orders from a large land 
company, and that each of the ficti- 
tious settlers was under contract to 
sell his homestead as soon as the ti- 
tle was perfected to tho land com- 
pany for a nominal sum. Had the 
scheme worked in this instance, as it 
doubtless has in numerous others, 
the land company would have ac- 
quired a tract of 5,440 acres at a 
cost of a little less than $9,000, and 
this tract would have been worth at 
the least calculation $55, 000, 'would 
probably have yielded double or tre- 
ble that sum in timber, aud then the 
denuded land would have been left 
In the hands of the land company, to 
be sold as opportunity offered for 
grazing purposes. 


Another fertile source of fraud U 


the provision of the land law which 
entitles soldiers or soldiers' widows 
to deduct from the five years neces- 
sary to a free homestead entry the 
term of army service of such sol- 
dier. For instance, a land' or cattle 
company desiring to secure title to a 
large tract will scour the country for 
Indigent widows of old 
soldiers. 


When a sufficient company has been 
gathered together each will be "lo~ 
cated" on a homestead entr.y. These 
women are generally Ignorant of the 
character of the transaction in which* 
they are asked to participate. They 
are only Informed that they can se- 
cure their living and from f 50 to $75 
in cash by living for six months each 
year In a little cabin which will be 
furnished them without expense. 
If 


a soldier has served throughout the 
war, four years, his widow can. 
"prove up" — after one year'* resi- 
dence on the claim, and this "year" 
is apocryphal, for In practice, it is re- 
duced to alx months, generally the 
summer season. 


The Injustice resulting from the 


acquisition of large tracts of land by 
cattlo 
and 
lumber companies la 


grave. One or two thousand acres or 
more fenced and devoted to grazing 
or lumbering operations renders the 
region almost untenable to the gen- 
uine settler. He is deprived of neigh- 
bors, roads, school — lu a word, of all 
those advantages which a commu- 
nity "would afford him, and all too of- 
ten he sickens of his isolated posi- 
tion and finally sells his homestead 
to tho company which has already 
acquired 
n 
monopoly of his sur- 


roundings. And all this ia in addi- 
tion to the frustration of the pur- 
pose of the government In granting 
land to settlers on such easy terms. 
the settlement of the area by small 
home 
owners. Tho great 
landed 


companies which already monopolize 
so great a portion of what were orig- 
inally public lands, not only consti- 
tute an impassable barrier to the ad- 
vance of civilization and the develop- 
ment of the country, but they have 
in many Instances become a menace 
to law and order, ruling tho coun- 
try about them with an Iron hand, 
prostituting itn courts and destroy- 
ing Ita liberties in a most high-hand- 
ed manner, so that peaceable aet- 
tlon gladly embrace the first oppor- 
tunity to escape from their baneful 
Influences.

!ng on the canteen, those who are In 
favor of it compose a very large ma- 
jority. They have Been the practical 
result* both ways, and tbo«e who 
have any direct association with th* 
troops, such as regimental or com- 
pany commanders, are almost unani- 
mous la wanting the canteen back 
again. 


"So earnest am I In my belief In 


Its Influence for good that In my laat 
official report to the War Department 
I made special mention of the mat* 
ter. 


"Any one who la at all familiar 


with conditions at an army post 
knows that there are always juit 
outside the lines of the reservation a 
number of low class saloons. Th» 
proprietors of these u«* every mean* 
In their power to attract the trade of 
the soldiers. 
They 
maintain so- 


called concert halls, and in many 
cases not only countenance but main- 
tain a number of women of the low- 
est type to bang around and lure the 
men into spending their money. Thia 
is the feature that we moot deplore.' 


"In a great many po*U It IB only 


a question of crossing the street 
when the soldier is outside of th* 
reservation, and he can find plenty 
of placea in which to get a drink. 
The proprietors of these divea or sa- 
loons are only too willing to give th* 
soldier credit. He can always run an 
account with them far beyond any 
amount he would, be justified in as- 
suming. Then when pay day cornw 
once a month or once In two months, 
as the caste may be, the aoldtor, who 
is generally a man of strict .honor ia 
money matters, goes to settle up. 
The result is that after he ha* paid 
his debts he celebrates the event by 
taking a number of drinks and 
spending what little money he ha* 
left. 


"This does not worry aim very 


much because he knows he can start 
a fresh account the next day, but 
nevertheless It is a very regrettable 
condition of affairs. The 
saloon 


keeper, you see, practically get* all 
the money. The soldier doe* all tb* 
work and takes the punishment." 


"How long was the canteen sys- 


tem in vogue In the army?" 


"I do not remember exactly, but I 


think about ten year*, and we all 
heartily wish It was back 'again." 


Under the canteen system a man 


was not allowed to get drunk, but 
be was allowed to drink enough beer 
to satisfy any craving he might have 
for Intoxicants. 


"A soldier is a very human being- 


The enlisted man is Just like all the 
rest of mankind. You tell him that 
he cannot have a certain thing and 
naturally that is the very thing that 
he longs for. This is particularly 
true as far as drinking is concerned. 
The establishment of the canteen, In 
my opinion, took away the tempta- 
tion from the men In a very Urge 
measure. No whisky was sold In the 
canteens — only beer and light wine* 
— and they were bought and sold un- 
der the supervision of the govern- 
ment by officers in the army, sta- 
tioned at the post They were sure 
to be of good quality and aa harmlee* 
as intoxicant* of that nature can be. 


"A non-commissioned officer was 


always on duty at the canteen to see 
that the men did not drink too much. 
When he found a soldier becoming 
slightly Intoxicated he would refuse 
to let him have any more and If ne- 
cessary send him back to the bar- 
racks. 
Of course the men drank 


nothing but beer. The light wine* 
were rarely if ever called for. They 
do not appeal to the American "sol- 
dier. 


"It is a mistaken Impression to 


speak about the abolition of the can- 
teen. The canteen a* an Institution 
still exists, and at It the men may 
get 
all 
kinds of non-intoxicating 


drinks and certain other refresh- 
ments in the way of food. They can 
also use it as a sort of club room la 
which to play cards or amuse them- 
selves In any other kind of orderly 
way. 
The only difference now Is that 


no beer Is sold at the canteen. The 
law which did away with that was to 
the 
effect 
that 
no 
intoxicant* 


should be sold or given away In any 
army reservation, post or any build- 
ing belonging to the government de- 
voted to the uses of the army. Th* 
word "canteen" did not appear la 
the bill anywhere."

"FIGHTING JOE" WHEELER 


Gen. Joseph Wheeler was one of 


the few remaining types of the old 
time American military commander. 
He was a unique character, a man of 
varied talents, of wide experience and 
exceptional ability. No more dashing 
or more gallant soldier ever wore the 
uniform of the United States. 


The Southern Confederacy had no 


braver officer than Wheeler and no 
cavalry commander more able. 
He 


won his way by pure merit from the 
rank of second 
lieutenant 
in 
th£ 


Southern army to that of lieutenant 
general. His record of active service 
was remarkable. 


Gen. Wheeler was a graduate of 


West Point and an officer in the Uni- 
ted States army. When the Civil War 
came, like many another Southerner 
he felt that his duty was to his state 
and he entc -ed the army of the Con- 
federacy. Thirty-nine years after the 
Civil War was over he returned to 
the old flag and in Cuba led the sol- 
diers of the Union against a foreign 
foe. He died a military officer of the 
republic against 
whtch 
he 
fought 


more than forty years ago. 


The case of Gen. Wheeler is one 


which no other country can parallel. 
That a man who had been in rebel- 
lion against a government and had 
led armies against that government's 
forces should years afterward 
hold 


high military rank under the govern.-"' 
ment upon which he had helped to 
make war is something that it is hard 
for any 
but 
Americans 
to under- 


stand. More than this, Wlheeier for 
years, as a member of Congress, was 
himself a part of the government 
Which he once sought to overthrow. 


Although while in Congress 
Gen. 


Wheeler represented the best senti- 
ment of the South, it was when he 
reentered the army of the United 


-States- tfaatrlris--Influence in healing 


the differences of the sections 
was 


most strongly felt. 
The 
action of 


Gen. Wheeler and Gen. Fitzhugh Lee 
probably did more to make the South- 
erner of the aiHe-bellum type remem- 
ber that he was still an 
American 


than anything else that has happened 
since Gen. Mobert E. Lee surrendered 
in 1865. Had it not been for the splen- 
did service rendered by these men 
the Southc T batuloiiags might never 
have been returned.

She 
ippealcd to the analogy of the Or- 
thodox and Armenian churches, and, 
iy keeping before the Armenians the 
antagonism which must necessarily 
exist between the Crescent and the 
Cross, and by holding out hopes to 
them of the restoration of the an- 
cient kingdom of Armenia under the 
suzerainty of the Czar, secured such 
valuable co-operation Unit the moun- 
tain tribes were at length reduced to 
a more or less nominal subjection. 


Subsequently the championship by 


Russia of the cause of the Armen- 
ians in Turkey, for the purpose of 
promoting 
he>r designs upon Con- 


stantinople, led to an extensive emi- 
gration of Armenians from the Otto- 
man Empire, and the war between 
Russia and Turkey of 1S77 had the 
effect of still further adding a por- 
tion of tfie Caucasus, populated al- 
most exclusively by Armenians, to 
the dominions of the Czar. 
It was 


not long, however, before the Musco- 
vite authorities discovered that tho 
Armenians declined to become as- 
similated. They not only insisted on 
remaining Armenians and loyal to 
i.heir Church, but they likewise be- 
gan to aciiate v.iili a view of secur- 
ing from nu-^ia the fulfilment of her 
promise to restore the ancient king- 
dom of Armenia with an autonomous 
government under tho suzerainty of 
the Czar. Then, tno, the Armenians 
have the e.or.i::ic.'iual spirit as strong- 
>y developed as the .lows, and the 
Russian government began to find in 
the Armenians thix same objections 
of an economic chai after which they 
ire forever iir.oking ah a pretext for 
their o;Vpr<jshion of the Hebrew race.

and tigers with 30.000 of this total; 
shakes accounted for 10,000.

cx< ludcs the feudatory

ihcir TuO.OoO square miles and 6,000,- 
0')U inhabitants, where no records are 
obtainable. Xor do the fatalities grow

lects a percentage of the money stak 
ed. 
Unfortunately for the players, 


however, there is not the slightest 
reason for doubting that the game as 
ordinarily conducted is as crooked as 
the traditional dog's hind leg. 


Tacre are 3C characters in a che-fa 


liel:ct. each representing some fa- 
miliar object. 
The lion, tiger, moon, 


mouth, silver money, gold money, box, 
centipcJ. dog. rat arc among these, 
but many of the characters represent 
ihinas which are not generally dis- 
cussed in ponte society.

the plays that, bear his name. Other 
writers have written 
claiming 
that 


the story of Poca&ontas saving 
the 


life of John Smith was 
not 
true. 


Still other writers tell us that 
the 


story of William Tell shooting 
the 


apple from his son's head is a myth. 


When 
men 
'Write 
claiming that 


stories of events taking place several 
centuries ago are not true, it is not 
surprising that persons will deny the 
truth of the story of the Portsmouth 
flag. 


The writer of the letter mentioned, 


speaking of the flag of the 
Ranger, 


says it is alleged to have been made

scanty 


amount of such delicate material as 
indicated and under the peculiar cir- 
cumstances described seemed to him 
extremely doubtful. 
And tor 
a flag 


made as 
represented 
to have re- 


mained, as alleged, 
w ith 
the impa- 


tient, persistent 
and 
intrepid Paul 


Jones through all his varied 
and re- 


markable career seemed to him pos- 
sible. 


From its display, at the celebration 


on board the Ranger at Portsmouth 
on the Fourth of July, 1777, to 
its 


going down in the North Sea with 
the 'bulk of the Bon Homme Richard 
on the twenty-fourth of 
September. 


1779, (two years and three months) 
seemed so •; .omprehensible and im- 
possible th: 
he wrote a note of in- 


quiry to M . Buell. 


To this writer, this 
whole 
state- 


ment sc is misleading, as 
the 
flag 


could h 
e been in use but little more 


than half of that time, as it is a mat- 
ter of history that 
Paul Jones 
re- 


mained m France, not in active ser- 
vice, for niore than a year before tak- 
ing command of 
the 
Bon 
Homme 


Richard. 


As to ;he flag being constructed of 


correct design and proper!ions, I see 
nothing 
incomprehensible 
in that. 


Many new ships weie fitted out 
at 


Portsmouth every year and the place 
was trequented by many ships from 
every part of 
the commercial 
and 


naval world. 
Many of 
its 
citizens 


;new 
all about the required 
propor- 


tions of a flag. 


I think it not unreasonable to pre- 


sume that the young ladies of Ports- 
mouth asked the advice of the patri- 
otic 
shipmasters 
residing 
in 
the 


town. 


\s (o the material, I see nothing 


strange in 
that. 
Silk 
was 
much 


worn by people of 
means 
at 
that 


period and it would not take many 
silk gowns to make a flag for the lit- 
ile sloop-of-war Ranger, 
but 
little 


than 200 tons burden. 


In my mind's eye I can see them as 


they meet together, 
bringing their 


<ilk gowns, which they were 
willing 


to sacrifice to their patriotism, 
with 


hearts glowing >with the spirit of the 
Revolution, asking the advice of their 
elders and working early and late to 
complete the flag before ihe day, near 
at hand, tha( every patriot venerated, 
the first anniversary of American In- 
dependence, July 4, 1777. 


Paul Jones writing to 
the 
naval 


committee from Boston, July 2, 1777, 
says: 
"I am on my way to Ports- 


mouth to take command of the Ran- 
Kor." Henco It was not 
impossible 


for him to be In Portsmouth on that 
lay.

close of their lives. 
To them Jones 


was invincible.

Paul Jones, in spite 
of the petty 


jealousy that has risen up 
in some 


quarters since his 
name 
has 
been 


brought to the front after more than 
a century, will be placed in the niche 
of fame where he belongs and there 
will remain. 
Detractors 
will 
not 


change this one jot or tittle.

tried to answer, I feel compelled to 
say that the tradition of the 
Ports- 


mouth flag has gone into history and 
there ii will remain.
